Ever since the acceptance of the 
native order as the basis of com- 
mercial transactions between foreign 
and Chinese merchants in China 
there have been recurring periods 
of dislocation of trade, for which 
the native order has been more or 
less responsible ; but latterly these

It will 
have been noted with satisfaction 
that the Chinese themselves feel 
that a change from the present 
system is necessary, and it may be 
hoped that the eminently moderate 
proposal adopted by the Chamber 
to curtail the usance of native or- 
der to three days will meet with the 
approval of the Chinese merchants. 

Few observers can have failed to 
note the anomalous condition of

Although there 
is supposed to be no credit in China 
trade, for all practical purposes we 
have a system of limited credit in 
native orders, on very insecure 
guarantees. The present system 
involves dangers by no means good 
for the progress of trade, whether 
from the point of view of the 
Chinese or of the foreign merchant. 
Two methods of meeting the situa- 
tion were accordingly proposed at 
the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce on Tuesday. The first 
was to do away with the chances of 
risk altogether, and to have a 
system of cash payments on deliv- 








periods have become more frequent 
and less conducive to the regular: 
flow of trade. Expansion of trade 
is invariably and inevitably fol- 
lowed by the expansion of credit 
facilities ; in China alone it has been 
otherwise. The peculiar conditions 
of trade in China do not permit of the 
introduction of the ordinary credit 
facilities, and the system of native 
orders, while it safeguarded the 
interest of the foreign merchant 
by making the native bank res- 
potisible for the amount due by 
the native merchant, gave to the 
latter the use of the goods before 
he had paid for them. The time 
allowed for these native orders has 
varied, and the progress of trade 
has been followed by the gradual 
reduction of the period of their 
usance. Until the financial crisis 
of July last year the wai wa, or 
six day native order, was current.

‘Tue news conveyed in the latest 
telegrams to the effect that there is 
good reason to believe that both 
passengers and crew of the Delhi 
are safe will be received with the 
utmost satisfaction. In circum- 
stances of extreme peril, when all 
night long mountainous waves were 
breaking over the vessel, all con- 
cerned appear to have bebaved 
with the calm courage on which, 
in an emergency, so mach depends. 
‘That the conduct of the officers 
and crew on this occasion was only 
in accordance with the best tradi- 
tions of the British merchant ser- 
vice is no reason why it should be 
passed over in silence. For the 
state of mind of the passengers, at 
such a time, must depend to no 
small extent on the attitude of those 
in whom familiarity with the 
dangers of the soa bas bred, not 
contempt, but the power to estimate 
the nature of the peril and to take 
all baman measures possible to 
meet it, The catastrophe, unbap- 
pily, has been attended by loss 
of life, the lives of four French 
sailors from the cruiser Friant, 
whose launch after tremendous 
efforts on tho part of the crew, 
transferred a number of the pas- 
sengers to H. M, S. Duke of 
Edinburgh. Their gallant response 
to the wireless mossage sent out 
from the wrecked vessel will, 














feel sure, be appreciated at its true| posed a 


worth by the British Government: 
and people. Tho spectacle of the 
French sailors working side by side 
with their British confréres for the 
rescue of a British royal party 
strikes the imagination as a fres 
and dy link in the bond of 
friendship between the two nations. 
Assuredly France has repaid in 
full, by the actual sacrifice of lives, 
a debt of gratitude for the sym- 
pathy that was powerless to avert, 
and could only lament, the recent 
terrible disaster to the Liberté. 
From time to time some terrible 
calamity, by sea or land, impresses 
upon the public the dangers i 
separable from travel. The i 
fluence of progress and of modern 
science has, it may be urged, 
redaced those dangers to a 
mum. Bat man’s ingenuity has 
not yet emerged invariably triam- 
phant from the struggle with the 
forces of Nature. The number of! 
disasters has, of course, been de- 
creased, at all events on sea, by the 
introdaction of steam and by the 
improved construction and increa 
ed size of modern sea-going vessels. 
Wireless telegraphy, submarine 


























signalling and water-tight compart- 
ments have all contributed either to, 
the prevention of accidents or to! 
the avoidance of their consequences. 
Yet it must be aimitted that, when 
a disaster does occur, its magnitude 
is frequently rendered the more 
appalling by the great speed or 
size of modern ships or by the 
increasing complication of 
their internal arrangements. Nor 
has any satisfactory scheme 
yet been devised for dealing with 
the greatest of all the dangers that 
beset the mariner, fog. The mo- 
dern trans-Atlantic leviathan is a 
wonderfal and impressive example 
of man’s triumph ; but how much 
more awe-inspiring is the contem-| 
plation of a possible disaster to! 
such a vessel, with its thousands of 
human beiogs on board. And 
there is, and can be, no absolute 
guarantee of invulnerability in the 
warring of the elements. On land 
and in the air, speed of transit has 
been responsible for an increase not 
only in the seriousness of accidents, 
but also in their number. The 
stage coach, even if we make 
allowance for highwaymen, was at 
least as safe to travel in as is the 
railway train. Speed has neces- 
involved risk, and modern 
ization has decided to take the 
risk. For the sake of speed risks 
are gaily accepted by the many in 






























motor-car, tube, and train which our 
grandfathers would bave charaoter- 
ized as madness. And in addition 
to the danger to the passengers, the 
intensity of the mental strain im- 

pon those responsible for 
the control of Nature harnessed to 
man’s will is in itself a consequence 
of modern progress which is not 
wholly good. 

‘Next to speed, comfort, extending 
even into luxury, is the cl 
requirement of the modern traveller. 
Tn a connexion Ait has tees 
cynically suggested that the su; 
bas oreated demand. On boa oar 
ship, assuredly, luxuries have (aa 
introduced which most people never 
thought of wanting until sud- 
denly they found them ready 
to their hand. Now luxury is 
demanded as of right. And yet, 
without being oblivious to the very 
necessary and beneficial improve- 
ments that have been made, it may 
be permissible to point out that in 
some respects we stand precisely 
where our forefathers did as regards 
comfort in travel. Here we touch 
‘on a delicate topic, which some 
would profer to see avoided, while 
the mighty, who have not—yet— 
fallen, dismiss it with contempt. 
Who that has crossed the Channel, 
in ohe of its more fractions moods, 
can deny, however, the reslity of 
the impression that the poet has 
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conveyed in lines descriptive of a 
journey from Dover to Munich ?

And feel, as yet, extremely cheerfal.

THE ARRIVAL OF 
TANG SHAO-YI. 
Dee. 18. 


Ir is two and a half years 
since Tang Shao-yi last’ set 
foot in an official " capacity in 


Shanghai. On that occasion his 
Excellency was returning from an 
extensive tour abroad devoted partly 
to returning thanks to the United 








States, partly to an investigation 
of the financial systems of western 
nations. For reasons not very 
clearly shown at the time, although 
they were probably not unconnected 
with the growing embarrassments 
of Peking which have since had so 
rd| formidable a dénowement, the tour 
was summarily shortened. Tang 
Shao-yi was recalled in haste to 
Ching, and after a brief sojourn in 
Shanghai proxeeded to Peking, 
where, however, notwithstanding 
many rumours ‘of the important 
post awaiting him, no position could 
apparently be found for him com- 
mensurate with his abilities and 
claims: and to its own eventual 
undoing another valaable servant 
of the Throne was permitted to 
relapse into obscurity. It bas 
needed the overthrow of Manchu 
ascendancy and the return to power 
of Yuan Shib-kai to call him back 
to active work. Once again Tang 
Shao-yi lands in Shanghai, but in 
circumstances how different. The 
revolutionary party, for so many 
years an abiding menace to Peking 
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while its plans were being gradually 
matured, has completely proved ite 
power. Peking, blind as it u 
doubtedly is even yet in some ways 
to the temper of the provinces, is 
anxious to treat. The idea of sub- 
dving its enemies has apparently 
been abandoned. Even the pos- 
sibility of concilisting them at long 
range with grants, oaths and 
abdications would seem to have been 
recognized as fatile. An envoy 
is sent to treat with them in person, 
on neutral ground it is trae, but in 
the province where they have 
gained the victory; and for that, 
envoy one of the most honoured of 
former Ministers has been selected. 
Two points may be specially 
remarked in respect of Tang Shao- 
yi’s mission : first, that he comes 
armed with full powers to treat, 
unrestricted, as it would seem, by 
any secret interest ; secondly, that 
man of known probity and 
F iotism, Cantonese, the old 
riend of not a fow among the 
leaders on the other sii That his 
undertaking will prove successful 
for the restoration of peace it 
would be rashness to expect too’ 
confidently until we know exactly 
the proposals on either side with 
which the negotiations will open. 


















It is stated—we do not profess to 


do more than quote apparently a 


authenticated report—that the re- 
volutionary party would be willing 
to accept Yuan Shib-kai as Pre- 
sident of the United States of 
China. In the event of a limited 
monarchy being deemed, by a 
majority, the most suitable form of 
constitution for China, it is even 
said that there are those who would 
bo willing to place him on the| 
throne. To all human appearances 
the one suggestion is not more 
untenable than the other. Were 
suspicions to arise that the Premier| 
was coquetting with the republican 
party even to the extent of accepting 
& presidency, ways and means 
would very quickly be found of 
cutting short any such intentions. 
If then, the republican party has 
no better suggestion to offer for 
the basis of a compromise, it will 
be better to fall back at once on 
that descendant of Confucius to 
whom some have pointed as a 
possible emblem of Chinese 
sovereignty satisfactory alike to feel- 
ings of tradition and of patriotism. 
But the republicans are in the 
strong position of having to consider 
proposals not to make them. 
‘What they will accept is still a 
matter of conjecture. What i 
offered to them is apparently clear 
enough : the effective muzzling of 
the Manchus, now and for ever ; 











cealed under a Chinese name and 
Chinese education, and his actions 
guaranteed by a Chinese Council 
whose President would retain 
practically supreme authority ; and 
provincial autonomy. For farther 
security, it would be a fair proposal 
that the capital should be trans- 
ferred to Nanking, where the new 
régime might start clear of the 
vitiating atmosphere of Peking. 
Contrasting this scheme with the 
alternative of total abolition of the 
imperial idea, there is no need for 
us to say which we believe to be 
the more workable for China as a 
whole; nor need there be any 
malign suggestion of taking sides 
in putting forward an earnest 











appeal to the republican party that, 
if indeed proposals of this nature 
be Inid before it, they will not! 
hastily be rejected. There is no 
exaggeration in saying that the land 
cries ont for peace and the lives 
of countless Chinese through the 
winter bang upon the issue of 
the conference. It is well under- 
stood how little faith can be 
reposed in Mancha promises. But 
it may also be remembered that it 
is no longer the Manchus with 
whom the republicans have to deal, 
but their own fellow-countrymon ; 
and that in any case there is no 
parent reason why Manchu 
plottings should less be apprehend- 
ed under a republic than under a 
monarchy so strictly limited as that 
which is now offered. As regards 
local feeling we believe it would 
be safe to say that while the 
student body and the younger 
members of the party adhere re- 
solutely to the republican ideal, the 
seniors, including at least some of 
the responsible leaders, and 
especially the merchant class, are 
disposed to canvass the idea of 
limited monarchy properly guarant- 
eed. Meanwhile it would seem 
that Canton, the one name 
being used to include the south 
generally, is absolutely opposed to 
the retention of the dynasty in any 
form whatsoever ; and that sup- 
position is certainly confirmed by 
our Canton correspondent’s letter 
published to-day. On these and 
all other questions it is to be hoped 
that the next few days will throw 
some clearer light.

NEW CHIEFs AT THE 
ADMIRALTY. 


Dec. 19. 

Ar the present time the Naval 
Estimates for next year are, no 
doubt, in course of preparation by 
the New Board of Admiralty which 
a now First Lord, in the person of 
Mr. Winston Churchill, has re 
cently appointed. We have dealt 
already with the developments 
which may be expected to result 
from the importation of new blood, 
and in particular with the Naval 
War Staff which bas long been 
considered in naval circles as 
essential to efficiency and steady 
progress. In the present circum- 
stances special interest attaches to 
the personality of the new officials 
because they represent, in certain 
res} a departure from accepted 
tradition and an experiment of an 
interesting nature, which should at 
least have the effect of stimulating 
—if in deed any such stimulant be 
needed—the energy and ambition of 
officers of the fleet. It need hardly 
be pointed out that no sweeping 
changes are contemplated in the 
wider aspects of naval policy. 
Great Britain’s requirements, in 
respect of the navy, may alter in 
degree from time to time, but not 
in kind. They remain to-day what 
they have long been, unchallenged 
and unchallengeable superemacy. 
Tho change is rather in respect of 
the methods by which that result is 
to be achieved. Mr. Churchill hss 
ignored all cast-iron rules of sen- 
iority, and the Navy passes under 
the supreme control of youth allied 
with experience. He himself is 
only thirty-seven years of age, the 
youngest First Lord on record. 
Experience of his present work, of 
course, he has not. But that is a 
customary defect or virtue, accord- 
ing to the point of view, of the 
British political system. 

Himself a young man, he bas ap- 
pointed young men as his technical 
advisors, as youth is reckoned in 

e navy. The new First Sea Lord, 
Admiral Sir Francis Bridgeman, is 
sixty-two, and is ninth down the 
list of Admirals. But there will be 
little inclination to quarrel with the 
appointmeat. For the new Ses 
Lord joined the navy as far back 
as 1862 and has held important 

which have given him 
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had a year as second in command 
of the Channel Fleet, a year as 
Rear-Admiral in the Mediterranean 
Fleet, two years in command of the 
Home Fleet, a similar period at the 
‘Admiralty a8 Second Sea Lord, and 
has commanded the reorganized 
and enlarged Home Fleet since 
March of the present year. Prince 
Lonis of Battenberg, the new Second 
Sea Lord, is fifty-seven years of 
age and second on the list of 
‘Vice-Admirals. His experience has 
been extremely varied, both as 
a fing officer at sea, and also at the 
Admiralty, where he was Director 
of Naval Intelliegence from 1902 to 
1904. His distinguished service 
with the fleet dates back to the 
occupation of Alexandris, after 
the bombardment, in 1882, and his 
subsequent career bas caused bim 
to be regarded as representative of 
the most modern and progressi 
of the Navy. As a fleet coi 
mander, he has fully maintained the 
reputation first made in the man- 
uvres of 1902, when, owing to the 
death of Rear-Admiral Burges 
‘Watson, he was suddenly called 
upon to command a section of the 
Mediterranean Fleet. Captain W. 
©. Pakenham is another compar- 
atively junior officer who, slthough 
twenty-seventh down on the list of 
captains, bas been raised to high 
office a8 Fourth Sea Lord. His 
great quailifioation—and of its vital 
importance there can be no doubt— 
is that he has bad actual experience 
of the most recent naval warfare, 
At the time of the Russo-Japanese 
War he was British Naval Attaché 
in Japan and was the only foreign 
officer privileged to be present at 
the battle of Tsushima, when he was 
on Admiral Togo’s flag If 
that experience counts for anything 
it is to be hoped that Captain 
Pakenham’s advice bas been sought 
by a previous Board of Admiralty, 
long before the present official re- 
<ognition of the obvious importance 
of his observations. 

Of the importance of the Home 
Fleet and of the responsibility that 
devolves upon its commander recent 
vents have afforded ample evidence. 
From the new First Sea Lord the 
command is now transferred to 
Vioe-Admiral Sir George :Callag- 
han, who will assume the acting’ 
rank of Admiral. His appoint- 
ment to the position has long been 
regarded as only a question of time, 
and that it has come when he is 
only fifty-nine will be a matter for 
general satisfaction. Both be and 
his second in command, Vice- 
Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, have 
seen service in China, in connexion 
with the expedition for the relief of 




















himself as Controller of the Navy 
from 1908 to 1910, is one of the 
few officers still on the active list 
who were saved from the terrible 
disaster to H.M.S. Victoria, in which 
371 lives were lost. Thus the 
command of the Home Fleet, in 
which so much of the striking force 
of the Navy is concentrated, would 
appear to be in safe hands. Re- 
verting to the position at the 
Admiralty and to the Naval Estim- 
‘ates, for which Mr. Churchill will 
be responsible in the near future, 
all the indications suggest that no 
considerations will be allowed to 
compete with the one great object 
of efficiency. The present time is 
well suited for a review of the 
whole system of naval adminis- 
tration, which must constantly be 
adapted to meet the ever changing 
conditions of the situation at Home 
and abroad. Everyone will sym- 
pathize with Mr. Churchill’s efforts 
to reduce the demands of the 
greatest spending department of the 
Government. But we bope and 
believe that he will recognize that 
of the schemes of social reform 
which the present Liberal Govern- 
ment places in the forefront of its 
programme the absolute efficiency 
of the Navy is the first and most! 
necessary condition. 








THE LATE TUAN 
FANG. 


Dee. 20. 


Tux extremely circumstantial and 
dramatic account of the murder of 
Toan Fang would seem to leave 
but little room for doubt as to the 
authenticity of the news, which 
indeed reaches us from two or three 
different sources. It is a sorry end 
for a man who, as he was unques- 
tionably of greater ability than the 
majority of his colleagues, was also, 
called to play a greater part than 
most upon the stage of official Chins. 
Just seven months ago Tuan Fang 
was summoned from that retire- 
ment into which two years before 
he had been #o inexplicably driven 
for some apparently trivial offence, 
in order that he might bring peace 
into disordered Szechuaa, in reality, 
as events have proved, to be in- 
volved in the downfall of his Im- 
perial masters. That he should 
have obeyed the summons was 
remarkable in many ways. If the 
task before him was one that called 
for extreme skill in management, 
it was none the less in appearance 
considerably inferior to posts that 
he had held before and had the right 
to expect: and it was a task of 
infinite danger, before which even 














the Legations in Peking in 1900. 
Sir John Jellicoe, who distinguished 


a man of the most iron nerve 
might not have been blamed for 
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g. ‘uan Fang should, 
nevertheless, have plunged into the 
maelstrom of Szechuan, was a proof 
of real self-sacrifice on behalf jof 
public order and welfare. Of the 
history of Szechuan during the 
past few weeks we have still but 
imperfect knowledge. What wo 
know is indeed dark and sinister. 
‘The quarrels that have torn the 
rest of China have there, apparent- 
ly, been largely replaced by private 
internecine feuds of the most san- 
guinary description. At one end of 
the tale of disaster is the name of 
a great Minister, who, all questions 
of nationality apart, may be said to 
have served his country well and 
might have lived, under the new 
régime, to serve her yet better. At 
the other end there is we know not 
what sacrifice of humble life, what 
desolation of unoffending homes. 
To-day, we are told, Chéngtu has 
gone over, Szechuan is all for the 
revolution, peace has besn restorad. 
That news, if true, is of good omen 

the peace conference: and 
while China looks longingly for 
the dawn of restored tranquillity, 
the hope may also be expressed 
that the grim story of the Tsechow 
murder may prove ill-founded and 
that the victim may yet emerge to 
play bis part in the reformation of 
the Empire with the other able men 
of whom new China will have need. 




















SPY MANIA. 
Dee. 20. 
Born in England and in Ger- 


many, and especially in an inte 
tional community such as Shanghai, 
the story of British espionage at 
Wilhelmshaven, now going tho 
round of the German Press, will 
be received, it is to be hoped, 
with amusement rather than with 
apprehension or irritation. The 
spy mania bas ran its course in 
both countries and a very suitable 
opportanity now occurs for a retarn 
toa saner attitude on both sides. 
It is somewhat remarkable that in 
olden times spies were almost en- 
tirely a product of war, not a con- 
tributory cause of it. In such 
circumstances, according to Appian, 
“it is usual to kill them”, and this 
sound principle of precaution has 
been followed almost without 
exception by civilized nations. 
Confusion, however, is apt to arise 
as to the definition of espionage, 
and the conditions under which 
such treatment is justified. Halleck 
says: “ Spies ate persons who, in 
disguise, or under false pretences, 
insinuate themselves among the 
enemy in order to discover the 
state of bis affairs, to pry into his 
designs, and then to communicate 











to their employer the information 
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thus obtaine In_ addition, it 
was ruled by the Brussels Con- 
ference of 1874 that “ military men 
who have penetrated within the 
zone of operations of the enemy’s 
army, in order to collect informa- 
tion, are not considered as spies, if 
it has been possible to recognize 
their military character.” Thus 
we have clearly distinguished the 
spy, the legitimate scout, and a 
third class of person who, because 
he provides information concerning 
his own side to the enemy, is held 
guilty by bis own side not of 
espionage but of treason. But all 
these, according to tke definitions 
given, are understood to exist 
under conditions of acknowledged 
warfare. The complication of 
modern armaments, and the increas- 
ing bitterness of international ri- 
valry bave brought about long 
periods of veiled hostility, in which 
each side is only too’ ready to 
ther of active prepar- 

















‘Thus it was that during a period 
in which “the relations of Great 
Britain to foreign Powers continue 
friendly”, the apprehension of # 
German invasion, coupled with the 
unsatisfactory state of the army 
and some uneasiness as to the 
ability of the fleet to perform its 
onerous duties, brought about a 
veritable spy mania in England.

age Englishman's awe and aston- 

ishment” at. the gestion that a 

particular individual—whom the 

most youthful “crook” would 

recognize half a mile off as a 

policeman—is really a plain-clothes 

detective, to appreciate the force of 
this argument. A man is caught 
sketching a scene of which he 
could have obtained a photographic 
postoard at the local stationer’s, and 
is arrested. The newspapers take 
up the the case, a few practical 
. jokers get up a spy scare somewhere 
else, an intoxicated villager sees, 
or ‘thinks he sees, a mysterious 
aeroplane hovering over the country 
with fell intent at dead of night, 
and the country goes wild witb 
indignation. Tt may be urged that 
this is to take altogether tco’ 
optimistic a view of the few facts 
that have been revealed. But two: 
suggestions may be made, The 
first is that fools do not engage, 
and would not be employed in the 
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occupation of espionage ; or that if| 
they do, they are promptly caught 
and subsequently return to a safer, 
if less lucrative, profession, w! 
the real spies continue their nefar- 
ious work unsuspected. In the 
second place, it is totally unneces- 
sary to ascribe all the astuteness to 
the spy, and all the obtuseness to 
the guardians of British lefences. 
There is such a thing as allowing 
the spy and his government to 
attach an undue importance to in- 
formation which has long since lost 
all real significance, 

‘The natural outcome of indignant 
menaces on the part of Tweedledum 
is a precisely similar outburst 
from Tweedledee. In this instance 
the logical sequence of events is 
clear enough. An epidemic of spy 
mapia in England is followed by 
an international crisis, in which 
a little coterie of Pan-German 
enthusiasts comes perilously near 
to plunging Europe into war. 
Restrained in their dangerous ad- 
venture by a firm hand on one side 
of the North Sea and a fighting 
fleet on the other, they proceed to 
divert attention from their own 
abandonment of an untenable posi- 
tion by stirring up anti-British 
agitation by devious and less 
dangerous paths. How narrowly, 
in actual fact, war was averted is 
subject into which the amateur 
investigator will be well advised 
not to probe too deeply. The net 
result is that each side in turn has 
been the victim of apprebensions 
for which there may or may not 
have been good cause. Our point 
is that nothing is to be gained by 
encouragement or exaggeration cf 
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them. The 
least, an un 
of two great Powers which alike 
aspire to the security of the strong 
man armed. Nor, if unreasoning 
suspicion be abstracted from the 
attitude of each nation, is there any 
apparent reason why inevitable 
rivalry should preclude the elimi:

Wirn the resumption of the 
peace conference this much at least 
may be said to have been gained, 
that additional proof has been 
given, in the renewed instructions 
to Imperialist generals to desist 
from fighting, of Yuan Shih-kai’s 
genuine desire that the negotiations 
may not end in smoke. ‘The nice 
point may yet arise, on which sido 
the fighting may begin, who is to 
be judged the attacking party and 
who the attacked. But in a field 
of operations so large, and present- 
ing so many real difficulties in the 
way of direct communication with 
either side, a certain allowance 
must be made for the possibility of 
infractions of the armistice. If 
indeed the negotiations are to have 
any useful result delay is fatal, 
‘The intentions of both parties, we 
are willing to believe, are excellent. 
But the general situation is not 
calculated ta inspire confidence. 
No doubt there is much going on 
behind the scenes of which the 
outer world has no inkling: we

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An impassable gulf yawns be-' 
tween the two sides. The point 
of contact has yet to be found. 
Meanwhile it is all to the good that 
the armistice has been prolonged 
for another week. But as the 
period for the suspension of hostili- 
ties has already twice been extended 
beyond its original term without 
apparent result, the onlookers may 
be forgiven for the lack of hope: 
fulness into which they have lately 
relapsed. 

Nor do the representations de- 
livered to the two Commissioners 
by the six great Powers appear to 
help the situation. Indeed, without 
wishing to underestimate the good 
motives that actuated the appeal, 
the more carefully the actual terms 
of the document and the manner in 
which it was received are studied, 
the less practical value can be 
detected in them. And on the 
other hand, there is always the 
possible danger that the note, in 
spite of its extremely guarded 
nature, may awaken vague mistrust 
in some revolutionary quarters, of 
the genuineness of foreign neutral- 
ity. Of this, however, we do not 
think that there is any serious 
danger. The note in itself is a 
very bloodless production ; it does 
not tell either party one word more 
than they already knew, while the 
united form in which it is present- 
ed, although designed to give it! 
strength, is in reality an added 
weakness. From the tone of 
Dr. Wa Ting-fang’s reply, courte- 
ous as it is and evincing sincere 
desire for peace, it may be inferred 
that the republican party remains 
entirely unimpressed even by this 
display of international benevolence. 
Nor indeed is there any valid rea- 
son why they should be. The 
foreign community throughout 
China remains as an admirable 
hostage for the good behaviour of 
the Powers in respect of any active 
form of intervention ; while the 
impracticability of selecting 
champion to represent all foreign 
interests alike isan effective obs- 
tacle in the way of one Power 
coming forward with definite pro- 





‘posals of mediation, Of that 
obstacle the revolutionaries are 
perfectly well aware. Were the 


Powers prepared to guarantee the 
observance of the — constitution 
which the Imperialists propound, 
the republicans might conceivably 
close with the offer. But short of 
establishing virtual protectorate 
‘ever China, no such guarantee is 
feasible. In these circumstances 
the only apparent raison d’étre of 
yesterday’s representations is to 
make the nationals of the Powers 
concerned wish that such a step 
had never been taken. 





It remains to calculate the 
chances of an arrangement on the 
lines so unequivocally laid down at, 
yesterday’s discussion, and in so 
doing considerable allowance must| 
be made, not only for the personali- 
ty of Yuan Shih-kai, but for the 
position in which he finds himself. 
‘A day or two ago there was every 
reason to believe that the republican 
party would have been willing to 
accept him as President. But even 
here the situation has been changed; 
and notwithstanding the undoubted- 
ly formidable obstacle which the Pre- 
mier presents to the realization of| 
republican ideals, the revolutions 
ries begin to show signs of seeking 
an alternative. Even if Yuan 
were now to reconsider his attitude, 
there seems good reason to believe 
that the repentance, like other 
similar acts in the past few weeks, 
would come too late. The obvious 
result of the revolutionary tactics 
would then be to drive the Premier| 
into the arms of the Imperialists, 
with consequences probably worse: 
for peace than any that can now 
be. foreseen Betting aside these

place was barned down and bundreds of 
girls kidnapped and great numbers of 
women ravished...... + » it was 
‘most pitifal to see the best clase of Chi- 
nese ladies, panic-stricken, endearour- 
ing to walk to Pakboi on their small 
feet, where they were again bratalized 
‘on the road, and on arrival here beg- 
ging protection from door to door. 
Foreign houses are the only safe refages 
bere, and hundreds are begging to be 
allowed in. 

Pakboi is also in the hands of 
brigands, All shops bave closed doors, 
‘aod looting is going on in open day. 
The merchants have hired a great 
oomber of sampans io which to store 
These sampans are then an- 
yored far out in the harbour, but it 
makes no difference, they are pirated 
jost the came, Different bands of 
brigands are constantly coming in snd 
going off again with loot. Yesterday » 
band of brigands captured about twenty- 
five girls here and carried them off. 
Juater the scoundrels were attacked by 
a stronger band of brigands who killed 
's lot of the first band, incloding some 
‘of the girls who were later brought back 
to Pakhoi on wheel-barrows, desd. 
And executions—th: the order of 
the day now. Witnessed six being 
despatched thres days ago, It was 8 
sickening sight... .

able to complete their work in that 
district in three months’ time. He 
thon calovlated that this amount of 
revenue would be sofficient for all anoual
